ogether those who have been respon- 
ible for this splendid organization 
nd each year's birthday "party" tcs- 
ifies most forcibly to the breadth 
nd scope of the work accomplished 
rom one year to the next. 
Mrs. Margaret Simms McDonald, 
vho is now a resident of Little Rock, 


is state publicity chairman and 


who was a charter member of the 
lope club, was hostess for the evcn- 
ng. The long dining tables in the 
private dining room of the hotel were 
ovely. The club colors, green and 
cold, were most effectively used in 
lumerous flat bouquets of autumn 
lowers and ferns, with all green tap- 
ers in low green holders placed in 
;raceful groups at intervals. Place 
cards were in yellow and a happy 
group of seventy women found them- 
ielves most congenially placed around 
.he festive board. A delicious five 
course menu was served. 


Miss Mary Arnold, president, an- 


nounced that business would be dis- 
pensed with for the evening and Mrs. 
VlcDonald assumed the place of toast- 
master. Greetings were read from the 
rlope Chamber of Commerce and Mrs. 
McDonald quoted the International 
federation president, Miss Lena Mad- 
esin Phillips, in introducing Mrs. Tal- 
bot Feild: "Music is 
the common 


language which all people know and 
can understand." Mrs. Feild, 
who 


possesses a lovely soprano voice, sang 
"Morning on the Old Bayou," (Strick- 
land), and gave as an encore, Carrie 
Jacob Bond's "The Golden Key," the 
federation's own song. Mrs. Frank 
Hicks accompanied at the piano. 


Mrs. McDonald stated 
that 
this 


meeting was to have as its theme, the 
past, present and future. She recalled 
the time, six years ago, when a group 
of sixteen women met and organized 
the Hope club. At that 
time, 
this 


f?roup was fortunate in obtaining Miss 
Beryl Henry for its president, and she 
has been an active member since that 
time. Miss Henry was introduced as 
the first speaker, who was to tell 
of the past. 


'We have passed through the trying 


period of adjustment and 
because 


those sixteen women possessed u vis- 
ion sufficient to attract others to the 
cause which they had embraced, our 
growth has been steady and now as 
we look into the future we see noth- 
ing but rosy prospects. All of the 
good things we have done,; are well 
known; I shall not recount them. Let 
us forget our failures and disappoint- 
ments; they are things of the past 
and behind us forever," said Miss 
Henry. 


"I speak from the viewpoint of a 


pedagogue, naturally, since I am a 
member of the teaching profession," 
continued Miss Henry, "and as we 
advance in our business and profes- 
sional life, I see the value of a well- 
balanced preparatory training, includ- 
ing those things which produce good 
health, efficiency in business and en- 
largement of spiritual vision. A study 


ed upon to step into the places made 
vacant by men who had been called 
into the service of their country. This 
created a problem which demanded 
attention and in May, 1918, a group of 
one hundred Y. W. C. A. workers 
from all over the country met in New 
York City to confer together. The 
outstanding personality of this group 
was an attorney from Kentucky, our 
own Lena Madesin Phillips.

grown and 212 delegates met in St. 
Louis 
for 
a conference. The hotel 


where we met graciously accorded us 
the use of a sample room in which to 
hold our sessions. Out of this meet- 
ing emerged our federation. We saw 
it was necessary for our best develop- 
ment to divorce ourselves from 
the 


parent organization, (which entailed 
the loss of financial assitance from 
that source), and we became non-sec- 
tarian and non-partisan as a result. 
Miss Gail Johnson of California was 
our first president and Miss Phillips 
our National Secretary." 


"We quickly emerged from the sam- 


ple room class. We had displayed our 
wares, as it were, and they had been 
found to be ,of value and now our 
National Conventions attract 
from 


2,000 to 3,000 delegates and the finest 
facilities available are offered to us." 


Miss Wilson told of the recent Re- 


gional Conference in Hot Springs, at- 
tended by eleven of the National of- 
ficers and-spoke, in the most glowing- 
terms of the' hospitality of that city 
and of the pleasure and goodfellow- 
ship resulting therefrom. 


"Our main business collectively and 


individually," continued Miss Wilson, 
"Is to clarify and purify our business 
status. Today we have 60,000 members 
in our Federation; soon we will have 
clubs in every country of the world 
and the formation of the International 
Federation in Geneva this summer 
with Miss Phillips for its president, 
justifies this belief. In Italy, where 
gatherings other than those of Faccist 
organizations were prohibited, Pre- 
mier Mussolini gave Miss Phillips an 
audience, has given his sanction to 
our program and we now have a 
thousand members in that country. 


"Our strength is felt because we are 


federated arid because of this we can 
launch and obtain beneficial legisla- 
tion and combat that which is in- 
imical to our interests. This last sum- 
mer we had committees before con- 
gress to bring about better under- 
standing of our program and Presi- 
dent Hoover in giving us audience 
told, us he was fully familiar with our 
history and its objectives and was in 
complete accord with it, 


"Outside of the American Legion, 


we are the strongest organization in 
the world. Back of this lies many 
reasons for our remarkable growth in 
the short period of eleven years. Edu- 
cation is one of these reasons; spon- 
soring of student loan funds is an- 
other; a sane, workable thrift pro- 
gram has given us momentum and

Armored Fish Are 


The Newest Find 


Found in Stone Quarry in 


Northern Michigan 


Recently. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 5—(UP) 


—Discovery of fossils and plates and 
other parts from armored fish, said 
to have swam and battled nearly 
100,000,000 years ago, was made recent- 
ly near Alpena it has been disclosed 
at the University of Michigan museum 
here by Prof. E. C. Case who, with 
two other associates, are making a 
study of the species. 


The fossils, tirst ever to be found in 


Michigan, were brought here by Pro- 
fessors Case, G. M. Ehlers and R. C. 
Hussey, after the trio had found them 
in a stone quarry in the northern part 
cf the state. It is believed the find 
constitutes the first of its kind in his- 


ory and will prove to be of great 
cientific value. 
According to the museum head they
